1984  Citizen  of  the  Year 

John  W.  Sawyer  was  chosen  as  Citizen  of  the  Year  at  Epsom's  Old  Home 
Day  celebration.  A  native  son,  he  was  bom  in  Epsom  on  April  21 ,  1 921 ,  and 
attended  local  schools.  His  "Mom"  is  Eliza  Sawyer  of  Rte.  28  North. 

John  served  in  the  U.S.  Army,  European  Theater,  from  June  1942  to 
August  1945.  He  was  employed  by  Robert  Cutter  for  over  20  years  and  is  a 
former  member  of  the  N.H.  National  Guard  and  Army  Reserve.  At  the  present 
time,  he  is  a  mechanic  for  the  Army  Reserve  at  Grenier  Field  in  Manchester 
and  received  his  20-year  pin  last  spring. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Ruth  Quimby,  daughter  of  Doris  Quimby  of 
Epsom/Florida.  They  are  parents  of  seven  children:  Bette  Pratt  of  Dover- 
Foxcroft,  Maine,  Donna  May,  Lori  Carignan,  Linda  Chartier,  of  Epsom, 
Carol  Golden  and  Kathy  Bond  of  Chichester,  Duke  Sawyer  of  Concord,  and 
also  have  1 8  grandchildren. 

John  spent  many  of  his  early  years  at  the  Fire  Station,  joining  the 
department  in  195 1.  He  became  Deputy  Fire  Warden  in  1961  and  Assistant 
Fire  Chief  under  Roscoe  Warren  that  same  year;  a  post  he  held  until  he 
became  chief  in  1972  to  1976  when  Lewellyn  Cushing  held  the  post  for  four 
years.  He  served  as  Assistant  Chief  during  those  years,  taking  Chief  again  in 
1 98 1  and  Fire  Warden  in  1 98 1 . 

A  mechanic,  he  has  done  much  work  on  the  fire  trucks,  above  and  beyond 
the  call  of  duty,  and  the  Town  of  Epsom  is  proud  to  call  him  1 984  Citizen  of  the 
Year.

Matthias  M.  Krenn,  62,  former  correspondent  and  medical  columnist  for 
The  Union  Leader,  died  February  10,  1985,  in  the  Concord  Hospital  after  a 
brief  illness. 

Mr.  Krenn  was  born  in  Atlantic  City,  N.J.  and  attended  local  schools  and 
Guilford  College  in  North  Carolina.  He  had  resided  many  years  in  Epsom. 

During  his  lifetime,  he  worked  as  a  Merchant  Marine  seaman,  surveyor, 
public  information  officer  and  as  a  freelance  writer.

Meeting  opened  at  9:30  A.M.  by  Moderator  Paul  Martell. 

Ray  Godin  made  a  motion  to  pass  over  Article  2  until  after  Article  14.  The 
motion  was  seconded  by  Beth  Martell  and  it  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  3:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow 
such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  in  anticipation  of  taxes.  SueBickford 
made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as  read  and  it  was  seconded  by  John  Davis. 
The  article  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  4:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$9,725.00  for  the  Barnstead  Ambulance  Fund.  George  Gantz  made  a  motion 
to  accept  the  article  as  read  and  it  was  seconded  by  Bill  French.

Ashton  Welch  made  a  motion  to  amend  the  article  to  read  $2,210.00  and 
it  was  seconded  by  David  Markle.  The  amendment  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Audrey  Ellis  indicated  that  the  Central  New  Hampshire  Planning 
Commission  was  no  longer  in  business.  The  article  was  defeated  as  amended. 

Article  8:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  appropriate  and  authorize 
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withdrawal  of  Revenue  Sharing  Funds  established  under  provision  of  the  State 
and  Local  Assistance  Act  of  1 972  for  the  use  as  set-offs  against  budgeted 
appropriation.

David  Markle  made 
a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as  read  and  it  was  seconded  by  Gloria  Reeves. 
The  article  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  10:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  and  appropriate 
anticipated  private  donations  of  $49,640.00,  plus  interest  to  the  Fire 
Department  to  be  used  for  the  completion  of  the  new  fire  station.  Stewart

Martell.  The  article  passed  in  the  affirmative.

The 
article  passed  in  the  affirmative.

Article  2:  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  upon  the  budget  submitted 
by  the  Budget  Committee.  Norm  Birch  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  Town 
Budget  of  $498,808.04  and  it  was  seconded  by  David  Markle.  The  article 
passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  15:  To  see  if  the  Town  of  Epsom  shall  call  upon  the  Governor  and 
Executive  Council,  its  State  Representative(s)  and  State  Senator  to  promptly 
convene  a  Special  Session  of  the  Legislature  for  the  sole  purpose  of  preventing 
the  imposition  of  huge  cost  increases  in  electric  rates  resulting  from  the 
Seabrook  Nuclear  Power  Plant  on  the  citizens,  businesses,  schools  and 
agencies  in  the  Town  of  Epsom,  and  to  direct  the  Selectmen  to  promptly  notify 
our  above  listed  elected  officials  of  the  Town's  desire.  (By  Petition)  Sue 
Bickford  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as  read  and  it  was  seconded  by  Dr. 
Samuel  Clark.  A  hand  count  was  taken  and  86  voted  in  favor  of  the  article  and 
36  voted  against  the  article.  The  article  passed  in  the  affirmative. 

Article  16:  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  the  following:  Under  no 
circumstances  shall  any  property  tax  bill  exceed  2%  ($20.00  per  thousand)  of 
the  fair  market  value  of  the  property  taxed.  (By  petition)  Not  recommended  by 
Budget  Committee.  John  Kelleher  made  a  motion  to  accept  the  article  as  read 
and  it  was  seconded  by  Beth  Martell.  The  moderator  read  a  letter  from  the 
town  counsel,  Michael  Johnson,  regarding  the  legality  of  the  article.  After 
discussion,  Robert  Yeaton  called  for  the  question  and  it  was  defeated. 

Article  17:  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  be  brought 
before  this  meeting. 

Ray  Godin  added  the  name  of  Richard  Leavitt  to  page  75  of  the  Town 
Report  and  apologized  to  Mr.  Leavitt  for  the  error. 

Ashton  Welch  read  a  resolution  of  the  National  Presidential  Award  and 
then  presented  the  Highest  4-H  award  to  Benjamin  Davis,  son  of  Paul  and 
Carolyn  Davis. 

William  Gilpatrick  made  a  motion  that  a  vote  of  thanks  be  given  to  the  donor 
of  the  Fire  Station  and  it  was  seconded  by  George  Gantz. 
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Robert  Yeaton  reported  that  the  reorganization  of  the  Trust  Funds  had  been 
completed  and  that  we  would  be  earning  a  much  higher  rate  of  interest. 

Billy  Clark  made  a  motion  to  adjourn  and  it  was  seconded  by  Shirley  Parker. 
The  meeting  was  adjourned  at  10:36.

occupied  unit  of  housing,  camping  site,  or  other  occupied  structure. 
The  individual  home-owned  rubbish  cans  must  be  emptied  at  least 
every  other  day,  except  Sunday,  after  which  they  will  be  emptied  the 
immediate  day  following. 

18.     To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  be  brought  before  this 
meeting.

We  have  examined  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  funds  and 
account  groups  as  indexed,  of  the  Town  of  Epsom,  New  Hampshire  as  of  and 
for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1983.  Our  examination  was  made  in 
accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards  and  accordingly, 
included  such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing 
procedures  as  we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

As  more  fully  described  in  Note  1  A,  the  combined  financial  statements  do 
not  include  the  general  fixed  assets  account  group  which  should  be  included  to 
conform  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles. 

The  combined  financial  statements  do  not  reflect  the  application  of  National 
Council  on  Governmental  Accounting's  Interpretation  3  regarding  recognition 
of  revenue  (see  Note  8). 

In  our  opinion,  except,  that  the  omission  of  the  financial  statements 
described  above  results  in  an  incomplete  presentation  and  the  treatment  of 
revenue  recognition  per  the  foregoing  paragraph  is  a  departure  from  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles,  the  aforementioned  financial  statements 
present  fairly  the  financial  position  of  the  Town  of  Epsom,  New  Hampshire  as 
of  December  31,  1983  and  the  results  of  the  operations  for  the  year  ended  in 
conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  applied  on  a  basis 
consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

Our  examination  was  made  for  the  purpose  of  forming  an  opinion  on  the 
combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.  The  supporting  schedules 
listed  in  the  index  are  presented  for  the  purposes  of  additional  analysis  and  are 
not  a  required  part  of  the  combined  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Epsom, 
New  Hampshire.  The  information  has  been  subjected  to  the  auditing 
procedures  applied  in  the  examination  of  the  combined  financial  statements 
and,  in  our  opinion,  is  fairly  stated  in  all  material  respects  in  relation  to  the 
combined  financial  statements  taken  as  a  whole.

As  part  of  our  examination  of  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of 
Epsom,  New  Hampshire  for  the  year  ended  December  31,  1983,  we  made  a 
study  and  evaluation  of  the  Town's  system  of  internal  accounting  control  to  the 
extent  we  considered  necessary  to  evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally 
accepted  auditing  standards.  Under  these  standards,  the  purpose  of  such  an 
evaluation  is  to  establish  a  basis  for  reliance  on  the  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  in  determining  the  nature,  timing  and  extent  of  other 
auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on  the 
financial  statements  and  to  assist  the  auditor  in  planning  and  performing  his 
examination  of  the  financial  statements. 

The  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  system  of  internal  accounting 
control  is  an  important  responsibility  of  Town  officials.  The  objective  of 
internal  accounting  control  is  to  provide  reasonable,  but  not  absolute, 
assurance  as  to  the  safeguarding  of  assets  against  loss  from  unauthorized  use 
or  disposition  and  the  reliability  of  financial  records  for  preparing  financial 
statements  and  maintaining  accountability  for  assets.  The  concept  of 
reasonable  assurance  recognizes  that  the  evaluation  of  these  factors  necessarily 
requires  estimates  and  judgements  by  Town  officials. 

Because  of  the  inherent  limitations  in  any  system  of  internal  accounting 
control,  errors,  or  irregularities  may  nevertheless  occur  and  not  be  detected. 
Also,  projection  of  any  evaluation  of  the  system  to  future  periods  is  subject  to 
the  risk  that  procedures  may  become  inadequate  because  of  changes  in 
conditions  or  that  the  degree  of  compliance  with  the  procedures  may 
deteriorate. 

Our  study  and  evaluation  made  for  the  limited  purpose  described  in  the  first 
paragraph  would  not  necessarily  disclose  all  material  weaknesses  in  the 
system.  Accordingly,  we  do  not  express  an  opinion  on  the  system  of  internal 
accounting  control  of  the  Town  of  Epsom  taken  as  a  whole.  However,  our 
study  and  evaluation  disclosed  the  following  conditions  that  we  believe  result 
in  more  than  a  relatively  low  risk  that  errors  or  irregularities  in  amounts  that 
would  be  material  in  relation  to  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Epsom 
may  occur  and  not  be  detected  within  a  timely  period. 
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These  conditions  were  considered  in  determining  the  nature,  timing,  and 
extent  of  the  audit  tests  to  be  applied  in  our  examination  of  the  1 983  financial 
statements,  and  this  report  does  not  affect  our  report  on  these  financial 
statements  dated  June  28,  1984. 

We  wish  to  express  our  appreciation  for  the  cooperation  we  received  from 
Town  officials  at  all  levels. 

We  would  be  pleased  to  discuss  our  comments  further  with  you  should  you 
so  desire.  This  report  is  intended  solely  for  the  use  of  management  and  should 
not  be  used  for  any  other  purpose.  The  provisions  of  RSA  7 1-A:2 1  require  that 
this  letter  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town.

Comments  and  Recommendations 

(1)  CASH  RECEIPTS 

Finding  -  The  tax  collector,  at  times,  holds  funds  for  several  days  before 
turning  them  over  to  the  treasurer.  RSA  41:35  requires  that  receipts  be 
deposited  at  least  once  a  week  or  when  funds  reach  $500. 

Recommendation  -  In  order  that  receipts  be  made  available  at  the  earliest 
time  we  recommend  that  the  tax  collector  deposit  receipts  to  the  treasurer's 
account  at  the  bank.  The  tax  collector  should  give  a  receipted  copy  of  the 
deposit  ticket  to  the  treasurer  as  evidence  of  the  deposit.  All  checks  received, 
whether  by  the  tax  collector,  town  clerk  or  selectmen's  office  should  be 
endorsed  for  deposit  immediately. 

(2)  BANK  ACCOUNTS 

Finding  -  Accounts  such  as  the  revenue  sharing  account  do  not  carry  a 
name  that  indicates  that  it  is  the  revenue  sharing  account. 

Recommendation  -  Cash  accounts  other  than  the  general  fund  should  be 
titled  so  as  to  indicate  the  nature  of  the  account,  reducing  the  possibility  of 
deposit  to  the  wrong  account.  The  treasurer  advises  the  accounts  were  opened 
with  the  proper  designation.  We  suggest  the  bank  be  requested  to  properly 
label  the  statements. 
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(3)  TREASURER  CASH  BOOKS 

Finding  -  The  treasurer  maintains  a  proper  cash  book  for  the  general  fund 
checking  account,  but  not  for  other  accounts. 

Recommendation  -  The  treasurer  should  maintain  cash  books  for  each 
account. 

(4)  LIST  OF  UNCOLLLECTED  ACCOUNTS 

Finding  -  The  tax  collector  did  not  prepare  a  list  of  uncollected  accounts  by 
name  at  December  31,  1983. 

Recommendation  -  We  recommend  that  the  tax  collector  prepare  a  list  of 
uncollected  accounts  at  the  end  of  the  year  as  is  customary  with  tax  collectors. 
This  would  make  available  a  record  of  the  status  at  that  point  and  effect  better 
accounting  controls. 

(5)  YIELD  TAX  DEPOSITS 

Finding  -  There  were  no  records  kept  detailing  yield  tax  transactions  from 
which  the  outstanding  yield  tax  deposits  could  be  readily  determined.  This 
presents  the  possibility  of  error  in  collection  of  taxes  or  refunds  of  deposits. 
The  amount  reported  as  outstanding  deposits  per  the  1983  Town  report  was 
incorrect  because  of  the  lack  of  a  good  record. 

Recommendation  -  We  recommend  the  use  of  a  record  in  which  deposits 
are  entered  and  the  subsequent  disposition  is  recorded. 

(6)  CAPITAL  PROJECTS  FUND  -  FIRE  STATION 

Finding -Cash  was  mingled  with  general  fund  cash,  thus  making  the 
accounting  for  funds  used  in  construction  more  difficult,  subject  to  miscoding 
and  increasing  the  difficulty  of  determining  available  funds  and  interest  earned 
on  investment  of  capital  projects  money. 

Recommendation  -  A  separate  bank  account  should  be  used  for  capital 
project  expenditures  and  investment  of  capital  project  funds.  This  may  not  be 
necessary  at  this  point  since  the  project  is  substantially  complete.  However, 
the  recommendation  should  be  considered  for  future  capital  projects. 
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(7)  ABATEMENTS 

Finding  -  Abatement  forms  are  not  pre-numbered  thereby  weakening  the 
internal  control  over  abatements.  There  is  no  single  file  or  list  of  all  abatements 
granted  during  the  year.  Thus  the  possibility  of  loss  or  misuse  is  increased. 

Recommendation  -  We  recommend  the  use  of  pre-numbered  abatement 
forms  in  either  3  or  4  parts.  One  copy  is  for  the  tax  collector  and  one  copy  for 
the  taxpayer.  One  copy  should  be  retained  (in  numerical  order)  in  the 
selectman's  office.  If  it  is  desired  to  file  a  copy  in  the  assessment  files  a  fourth 
copy  is  necessary. 

A  further  suggestion  for  processing  of  abatements  is  that  when  a  large 
number  of  resident  taxes  are  to  be  abated,  a  list  be  attached  to  one  abatement 
form  rather  than  preparing  a  separate  form  for  each. 

(8)  ROAD  AGENT 

Finding  -  The  road  agent  submits  statements  of  charges  as  an  independent 
contractor.  The  statements  submitted  include  charges  for  other  individuals  he 
has  engaged  who  are  paid  directly  by  the  Town.  The  employer-employee 
relationship  is  not  well  established.  All  such  individuals  are  paid  as  indepen- 
dent contractors.  There  are  no  insurance  certificates  on  file  for  any  of  these, 
including  the  road  agent.  Consequently,  the  Town  has  been  charged  for 
workmen's  compensation  insurance  on  them  even  though  they  have  not  been 
reported  for  Federal  income  tax  withholding  purposes  as  employees.  (See 
14(e)  below) 

At  present,  there  are  no  controls  over  rates  charged  by  the  road  agent  or 
others. 

Recommendation  -  There  should  be  a  more  structured  arrangement  with 
the  road  agent,  especially  as  to  rates  to  be  charged,  employee  status,  insurance 
coverage,  and  employer-employee  relationships.  In  addition,  if  others  are  to  be 
engaged  for  work  such  as  snowplowing,  the  employer-employee  relationship 
should  be  reviewed  and  a  writen  policy  established. 

(9)  PAYROLL,  WITHHOLDING  AND  W-2'S 

Finding  -  There  are  individuals  payments  to  whom  are  being  reported  on 
Forms  1099  as  other  than  employees.  These  include  all  the  elected  officials. 
The  Federal  income  tax  withholding  provisions  state  that  the  term  "employee" 
include  elected  officials.  There  is  no  general  exemption  from  withholding 
granted  to  employees  of  the  local  governments. 
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Recommendation  -  Federal  income  tax  withholding  on  payments  to  elected 
officials  should  be  instituted  and  their  wages  should  be  reported  on  W-2's 
instead  of  Form  1099. 

(10)  PAYMENTS  TO  WATER  PRECINCT 

Finding  -  The  payment  to  the  water  precinct  made  in  1983  was  the  1982 
budgeted  amount  (as  used  in  setting  the  1982  tax  rates).  The  payment  to  the 
water  precinct  should  be  the  amount  budgeted  for  the  current  year.  The 
budgeted  amount  per  the  1 983  tax  commitment  analysis  and  the  tax  rate  letter 
received  from  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration  was  $32,575.  The 
amount  of  $31,535(1 982  budget)  was  paid.  An  adjustment  was  made  for  the 
additional  $1,040  liability  on  the  financial  statements. 

Recommendation  -  The  current  budgeted  water  precinct  amount  provided 
in  setting  the  tax  rate.  Until  the  tax  rate  is  set,  the  water  precinct  budget  can  be 
used  as  a  guide.  As  soon  as  the  tax  rate  is  set  the  adjustment  can  be  made.  The 
additional  $1,040  for  1983  should  be  paid  to  the  water  precinct. 

(11)  LIBRARY 

Finding  -  A  report  of  the  library's  financial  activity  is  incorporated  in  the 
special  revenue  fund  statements.  The  library  has  for  the  past  few  years 
reported  its  activity  on  a  fiscal  year  basis  with  a  year  ending  March  3 1 .  We 
have  reported  the  library  on  the  calendar  year  basis  for  1983. 

Recommendation  -  The  library,  as  a  Town  function,  should  report  on  the 
calendar  year  basis.  The  budgeted  amount  is  for  the  calendar  year.  We  also 
recommend  that  the  library's  financial  report  be  published  in  the  Town  report. 

(12)  PERSONNEL  POLICY 

Finding  -  There  is  no  written  personnel  policy  for  all  departments. 

Recommendation  -  There  should  be  a  written  personnel  policy  covering  all 
full-time  and  part-time  personnel  for  all  departments. 

(13)  NEW  HAMPSHIRE  RETIREMENT  SYSTEM 

Finding  -  The  Chief  of  Police,  a  full-time  employee  has  not  become  a 
member  of  the  New  Hampshire  Retirement  System.  R.S.A.  100-A:3 
paragraph  I  provides  that  "any  person  who  becomes  an  employee,  permanent 
policeman  or  permanent  fireman  —  shall  become  a  member  of  the  retirement 
system  as  a  condition  of  employment". 
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Recommendation  -  Steps  should  be  taken  to  comply  with  the  above  R.  S.A. 
regarding  membership  in  the  New  Hampshire  Retirement  System. 

(14)     INSURANCE  COVERAGE 

A.  Fidelity  Bonds: 

Finding  -  The  deputy  tax  collector  position  has  not  been  named  in  fidelity 
bond  coverage. 

Recommendation  -  That  position  should  be  added  to  the  fidelity  bond 
coverage. 

B.  Fire  Insurance: 

Finding  -  Coverage  is  as  follows  at  date  of  our  audit: 

Town  Hall  $  90,000 

Contents  6,000 

Library  60,000 

Contents  20,000 

Old  Fire  Station  36,000 

Contents  8,000 

New  Fire  Station  100,000 

The  policy  affording  the  above  coverage  has  an  80%  co-insurance  clause. 
Since  the  cost  of  the  new  fire  station  is  in  excess  of  $200,000,  this  property 
may  be  under-insured  when  the  effect  of  the  80%  co-insurance  clause  is  taken 
into  account. 

Recommendation  -  It  is  recommended  that  the  selectmen  consult  with  the 
Town's  insurance  agent  regarding  the  adequacy  of  coverage  on  all  properties. 

C.  Public  Official's  Liability: 

Finding  -  There  is  no  official's  public  liability  insurance  in  evidence. 

Recommendation  -  We  recommend  that  the  Town  take  steps  to  acquire 
public  official's  liability  insurance. 

D.  Money  and  Securities: 

Finding  -  The  money  and  securities  policy  applies  to  money  and  securities 
on  premises  only.  The  effect  could  be  that  money  held  by  the  tax  collector  or 
treasurer  may  not  be  covered. 
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Recommendation  -  It  is  recommended  that  the  selectmen  investigate  this 
coverage  with  the  Town's  insurance  agent. 

E.  Road  Agent  -  Certificate  of  Insurance: 

Finding  -  There  is  no  certificate  of  insurance  on  file  from  the  road  agent. 
The  road  agent  is  acting  as  an  independent  agent  and  employs  others  in  the 
work.  The  Town  has  no  assurance  that  the  road  agent  has  provided  workmen's 
compensation  insurance  and  liability  coverage. 

Recommendation  -  It  is  recommended  that  the  requisite  insurance  certifi- 
cate be  acquired  immediately.  (See  No.  8  Above) 

(15)  MUNICIPAL  BUDGET  ACT  (RSA  32:10) 

Finding -The  general  fund  expenditures  for  1983  exceeded  budgeted 
expenditures  by  $15,070  (Schedule  1  of  the  financial  statements). 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  municipal  budget  act,  if  there  is  to  be  an 
overexpenditure  of  this  sort  the  board  of  selectmen,  with  the  approval  of  the 
budget  committee,  must  petition  the  Commissioner  of  Revenue  Administra- 
tion for  a  certificate  of  emergency  which  would  authorize  the  expenditures 
made  in  excess  of  budgetary  appropriations. 

There  was  no  indication  in  the  Town's  1983  report  that  there  was  an 
overexpenditure.  This  appeared  to  be  because  in  the  comparative  statement  of 
expenditures  in  the  Town  report  certain  items  of  revenue  were  erroneously 
added  to  the  appropriated  amounts,  thereby  making  it  appear  that  there  was  a 
larger  appropriation  available. 

Recommendation  -  The  budgeting  and  accounting  procedures  should  be 
reviewed  to  prevent  this  type  of  error.  Expenditures  and  obligations  should  be 
reviewed  carefully  during  the  year. 

(16)  COMPUTER  APPLICATION 

Comment  -  The  Town  has  funds  available  to  purchase  a  computer  and 
implement  the  application  to  its  records.  We  recommend  prompt  action  in  this, 
especially  as  to  the  assessment  record  and  tax  billing.  The  current  manual 
process  is  time-consuming  and  costly  ~  Costly  in  the  amount  of  time  required 
and  the  resultant  delay  in  getting  tax  bills  out.  The  selectmen  have  agreed  to 
semi-annual  real  estate  tax  billing.  The  use  of  computerized  records  would 
make  this  feasible.  Prompt  tax  billing  would  reduce  the  tax  anticipation  note 
interest  cost. 
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Application  of  the  computer  to  the  budgetary  accounting  would  make  it 
easier  for  the  selectmen  to  monitor  the  Town's  position  with  the  budget  and 
warn  them  of  the  possibility  of  over-expenditure. 

(17)     GENERAL  FIXED  ASSETS 

Finding  -  The  Town  has  not  maintained  a  record  of  its  general  fixed  assets 
as  is  required  by  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  for  governmental 
units. 

Recommendation  -  The  Town  should  set  up  such  a  record  so  that  it  may  be 
presented  as  part  of  the  financial  statements.  We  are  aware  that  the  selectmen 
have  periodically  requested  inventories  from  department  heads.  However,  no 
formal  record  has  been  set  up  that  can  be  used  with  accounting  or  accountability 
control  purposes.

We  have  also  examined  the  records  of  the  Town  Clerk,  Tax  Collector, 
Trustee  of  the  Library,  Trustee  of  the  Trust  Funds,  Trustee  of  Cemetery 
Funds,  Town  Treasurer,  Water  Precinct,  and  to  the  best  of  knowledge  are 
correct.

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EPSOM  HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

In  1 984  the  Highway  Department  accompUshed  the  Summer  Maintenance 
goals  that  I  set. 

We  replaced  270'  of  fifteen- inch  culvert  and  220'  of  6"  underdrain  on  New 
Rye  Road;  50'  of  15"  culvert  on  Wing  Road.  We  installed  a  4'  concrete  catch 
basin  and  50'  of  15"  culvert  on  the  Jug  City  Road  hill.  The  new  section  of 
Locke  Hill  Road  used  50'  of  15"  culvert.  We  repaired  the  culverts  that  washed 
out  on  Mountain  Road,  Liars  Avenue  and  North  Road.  We  also  cleaned 
numerous  plugged  culverts  throughout  town. 

We  repaved  4000'  of  New  Rye  Road  and  600'  of  Jug  City  Road.  We  patched 
pot-holes  and  broken  edges  throughout  town. 

For  gravel  road  maintenance,  we  graded  four  times  -  once  in  the  spring, 
twice  in  the  summer,  and  once  in  the  fall.  We  covered  1500'  of  Locke  Hill 
Road  with  an  average  12"  lift  of  bank  run  gravel. 

We  widened  and  graveled  2500'  of  Whitehouse  Road.  We  also  installed 
120'  of  driveway  culverts.  We  put  600  yds.  of  crushed  gravel  on  Colby  Road, 
and  1 50  yds.  of  crushed  gravel  on  Fowler  Road.  We  put  bank  run  gravel  on  the 
washouts  on  Liars  Avenue  and  Mountain  Road.  We  filled  mud  holes  on 
Griffin  Road  and  Center  Hill  with  bank  run  gravel.  We  re  graveled  2000'  of 
Range  Road  with  bankrun  gravel.  We  spent  three  weeks  digging  ledge  and 
boulders  out  of  New  Orchard  Road,  Old  Turnpike  Road,  Cass  Road,  and 
Chestnut  Pond  Road.  We  also  put  750  yards  of  crushed  gravel  on  mud  areas 
and  culvert  repair  in  town. 

The  two  bridges  on  Cass  Road  by  Bixby  Pond  had  I-beams,  deck  and  guard 
rails  replaced.  To  finish  up  summer  maintenance  we  mowed  the  road  sides,  cut 
brush,  and  repaired  guard  rails. 

I  was  satisfied  with  the  outcome  of  1 984  Winter  Maintenance.  I  spent  more 
than  I  anticipated  due  to  the  number  of  ice  storms  that  required  more  sanding 
than  usual. 

We  put  out  more  than  3000'  yards  of  salted  sand  in  1984. 1  would  also  like 
the  taxpayers  to  realize  that  it  takes  close  to  the  same  amount  of  time  to  clean 
up  a  3"  snowstorm  as  a  6"  or  8"  storm  requires! 

All  in  all,  serving  the  Town  of  Epsom  in  1984  was  a  pleasure  and  I  am 
looking  forward  to  1985.

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LIBRARY  REPORT 

In  the  fall  of  1984  the  Epsom  Library  Long  Range  Planning  Committee 
made  the  following  recommendations  in  the  report  of  their  three  year  survey 
study,  which  were  then  accepted  by  the  Trustees: 

A.  Increase  community  awareness  and  support  of  the  Epsom  Public 
Library. 

B.  Improve  physical  access  to  the  library  building  and  the  collection. 

C.  Plan  for  the  development  of  the  library  to  meet  the  needs  of  an 
expanding  population. 

D.  Prepare  for  changes  in  library  technology. 

E.  Augment  current  library  services. 

F.  Institute  short  and  long  range  financial  planning  procedures. 

An  Expansion  Fund  has  been  established  and  volunteers  are  needed  to 
serve  on  its  committee.  In  the  fall  the  Trustees  sponsored  a  raffle  for  the 
Expansion  Fund  of  donated  craft  items  which  cleared  five  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars. 

During  the  summer  the  library  ran  a  children's  craft  program  for  six  weeks, 
directed  by  Lisa  Deguise,  and  attended  by  approximately  forty  children. 

The  library  has  joined  a  book-leasing  program  to  partially  fill  the  void  of  the 
loss  of  the  State  Library  Book  Mobile  Service. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  continued  their  generous  and  imaginative 
support  with  such  activities  as  a  lecture  by  Richard  Lederer,  a  performance  of 
the  Little  Red  Wagon,  a  food  sale  and  lemonade  stand,  and  movies  for 
children. 

The  Trustees  appreciate  the  high  quality  of  the  Librarian  Nancy  Claris' 
services  and  the  generous  devotion  and  handwork  of  all  the  volunteers 
involved  in  the  important  services  the  library  performs  for  the  town.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Our  first  forest  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our  State  Legislature  90 
years  ago.  This  early  law  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest  fire  prevention  and 
suppression  effort  between  city  and  town  governments  and  State  government. 
It  simply  stated  that  no  open  fire  could  be  kindled,  when  the  ground  is  free  of 
snow,  without  the  written  permission  of  the  town/city  Forest  Fire  Warden. 
This  law  also  stated  that  anyone  kindling  a  fire  without  written  permission 
shall  be  liable  for  the  damage  caused  and  subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

During  the  past  90  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that  it  has  remained 
unchanged.  All  open  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow  must  be 
authorized  by  the  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Persons  kindling  a  fire  without  a 
permit  when  one  is  required  are  liable  for  damages  caused,  fire  suppression 
costs  and  subject  to  a  $1000  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed  significantly  to  our 
nationally  recognized  annual  forest  fire  loss  record.

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REPORT  OF  EPSOM  RESCUE  SQUAD 

1984  was  a  year  of  growth  for  the  Squad.  A  membership  drive  in  August 
resulted  in  14  new  members.  During  the  year  five  members  Certified  or 
Recertified  as  advanced  EMT-1  in  the  use  Esophogeal  Obturator  Airway; 
four  members  were  Recertified  as  CPR  Instructors;  four  Registered  EMTS 
completed  their  biennial  recertification  requirements,  including  a  40  hour 
refreshed  course  in  addition  to  48  or  more  hours  of  approved  training.  Nine 
new  members  became  Certified  First  Responders.  The  present  membership 
includes: 

1  Nationally  registered  EMT  -  Paramedic 

1  Registered  Nurse 

5  Registered  EMT  -  1  Advanced 

3  Registered  EMT 

9  Certified  First  Responders 

4  Trainees 

New  equipment  purchased  with  donations  include  a  Kendrick  Extrication 
Device  for  immobilizing  accident  victims,  as  well  as  Oxygen  and  Medical  Kits 
for  Engines  1  and  3  which  are  equivalent  to  those  carried  on  the  Rescue  Truck 
for  use  in  multi- victim  accidents  and  for  back-up  if  the  rescue  is  called  out  of 
Town. 

Ambulance  transportation  is  provided  by  Center  Bamstead  and  Northwood 
on  a  volunteer  basis  from  5:00  P.M.  to  8:00  A.M.  Barnstead  provides  service 
on  a  contract  basis  from  8:00  A.M.  to  5:00  P.M.  during  week  days. 

Monthly  blood  pressure  screenings  are  provided  for  the  residents  of  Epsom, 
free  of  charge. 

All  members  provide  volunteer  coverage  either  during  the  night  time  hours  - 
usually  one  week  on  and  one  week  off-  or  during  the  daytime  hours  on  a 
regular  basis.

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EPSOM  PLANNING  BOARD  REPORT 

During  the  year  1 984  there  were  5  7  lots  created  in  9  Minor  Subdivisions  and 
6  Major  Subdivisions.  There  were  5  Site  Plan  reviews  and  5  Boundary  Line 
Adjustments. 

From  an  appropriation  of  $2,640.00  the  Planning  Board  had  brought  into 
the  General  Fund  $1,233.95.  We  have  expended  $1 ,7 15.84  which  means  the 
actual  expenditure  of  Town  monies  was  $482.29. 

The  Board  voted  to  meet  on  the  4th  Tuesday  of  each  month  and  on  the  2nd 
Tuesday  as  the  demand  required.  Many  meetings  were  exhaustive  but  we  had 
fine  cooperation  between  the  members  with  very  healthy  disagreements  now 
and  then.  The  School  calendar  will  show  two  (2)  meetings  a  month;  the  4th 
Tuesday  will  be  the  firm  date  and  the  2nd  Tuesday  is  in  case  of  need. 

It  was  a  challenge  to  have  the  Planning  Board  paper  work  out  on  time,  while 
working  around  the  busy  Town  Office  which  is  about  1 2'  by  1 2';  a  Selectman 
working  in  one  corner;  the  Tax  Collector  busy  at  the  computer;  myself  at  the 
copy  machine,  and  the  secretaries  trying  to  help  the  pubUc  who  were  going  in 
and  out  of  both  offices.  It  was  not  only  a  challenge,  but  sometimes  even 
comical. 

CAPITAL  IMPROVEMENT  PROGRAM 

According  to  State  Statute,  this  is  the  next  most  important  step  for  the 
Planning  Board.  This  Program  will  consist  of  the  Planning  Board  meeting  with 
all  Departments  of  Epsom  Government  to  explore  their  projected  needs  for  the 
next  six  (6)  years,  setting  up  priority  list  with  each  department.  There  will  be 
periodic  meetings  with  the  Selectmen  and  the  Budget  Committee  to  set  up  a  six 
(6)  year  Budget  Plan  for  the  Town.  Such  a  comprehensive  plan  could  save  the 
Town  a  good  deal  of  money;  and  all  aspects  of  our  government  would  know 
where  we  were  going  and  when  we  expect  to  reach  our  goals.  Currently,  we 
appear  to  be  a  crisis  government.  With  a  planned  program  such  as  the  Capital 
Improvement  Program,  we  would  have  a  unified  plan  of  accomplished 
expansion  for  improvements  and  growth.  This  Program  would  be  subject  to 
yearly  re-evaluation. 

With  the  current  rate  of  subdividing  and  New  Hampshire  construction  being 
high,  there  is  every  expectation  the  1985  Board  will  continue  being  busy. 
Many  are  attracted  by  the  rural  climate,  which  is  intact  because  of  good 
planning,  good  school,  fire  and  police  departments.  The  Town  Offices  and 
Library  are  cramped  for  the  amount  of  work  that  is  expected  of  them.  There  is  a 
growing  demand  for  the  upgrading  of  Class  VI  to  Class  V  roads  while 
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continuing  the  upkeep  and  maintenance  of  Class  V  roads.  There  is  an 
increasing  request  for  the  opening  of  Class  VI  roads. 

With  cooperation  between  departments  and  a  Capital  Improvement  Program, 
we  can  depart  from  hit  or  miss  and  bring  about  an  orderly  pattern  of  growth. 

UPDATED  TOWN  MAP 

An  updated  Official  Town  Map  expects  to  be  addressed  in  1985. 

The  Epsom  Planning  Board  is  made  up  of  six  taxpaying,  educated  family 
people  who  have  a  long-range  vested  interest  in  their  Town.  All  citizens  are 
encouraged  to  join  them  at  the  meetings  which  are  open  to  the  public.

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HEALTH  OFFICERS 

1 984  was  the  busiest  year  yet  for  the  Health  Officers.  We  handled  1 60  calls, 
complaints,  inspections,  and  other  incidents.  This  figure  includes  routine 
Foster  Care  Facility  inspections,  which  have  been  done  right  along,  as  well  as 
sewage  and  water  complaints.  There  was  a  significant  increase  with  septic 
system  problems  in  mobile  home  parks,  and  trash  and  litter  consumed  a  large 
amount  of  time  as  well. 

A  new  activity  was  working  directly  with  state  officials  performing 
inspections  of  food  service  facilities.  This  included  all  retail  stores,  restaurants, 
and  schools.  We  accompanied  the  state  inspectors  and  in  some  cases,  we  had 
the  responsibility  to  handle  the  follow-up  inspections.  This  is  in  accordance 
with  the  state  policy  of  the  local  officials  taking  over  some  of  the  responsibilities 
of  the  state. 

Several  seminars  were  attended,  and  new  reference  materials  purchased  in 
order  to  keep  us  better  informed,  and  to  be  able  to  serve  the  community.

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CONCORD  REGIONAL  VISITING  NURSE  ASSOCIATION 

The  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.  continued  to 
service  Epsom  for  this  past  year.  In  the  Home  Care  Program,  service  is 
provided  under  a  physician's  plan  of  treatment  to  patients  who  are  essentially 
homebound  with  diagnosed  illness.  This  service  is  rendered  by  health 
professionals  (Registered  Nurses,  Physical  Therapist,  Occupational  Therapist, 
Nutritionist)  and  paraprofessionals,  (Homemaker/Home  Health  Aides,  Home 
Assistants)  according  to  the  patient's  and  family's  needs.  Hospice  care  is 
provided  to  patients  in  the  last  six  months  of  a  terminal  illness.  The  Health 
Promotion  Program  has  services  (child  health,  family  planning,  screening) 
that  are  provided  to  low  income/high  risk  patients  and  families  in  group 
settings,  such  as  clinic  and  screening  sites. 

Health  Education  and  Instruction  is  part  of  each  home  visit  or  clinic  visit. 

Anyone  in  Epsom  may  request  service;  patient,  doctor,  health  facility, 
pastor,  friend  or  neighbor.  Patients  are  also  referred  by  other  agencies.  All 
requests  are  answered,  but  continuing  home  care  can  be  provided  only  with  a 
physician's  orders. 

A  call  to  the  Concord  Regional  Visiting  Nurse  Association,  Inc.,  (224- 
4093)  between  the  hours  of  8  a.m.  and  9  p.m.,  seven  days  a  week  is  all  that  is 
necessary  to  start  services  or  make  inquiries.  Hospice  staff  are  on  call  (224- 
4093)  9  p.m.  to  8  a.m. 

Federal  regulations  specify  a  charge  is  applicable  to  all  visits.  Fees  are 
scaled  for  those  unable  to  pay  the  charge  if  that  person  has  no  other  funding 
source  available.  However,  for  fee  scaling,  federal  regulations  require  a 
financial  statement  be  completed  and  a  fee  appropriate  for  which  the  patient 
will  be  responsible.  Town  monies  subsidize  those  visits  that  are  scaled  or  that 
no  fee  is  collectible. 

This  Agency  is  accredited  by  National  League  for  Nursing  and  American 
Public  Health  Association  Certified  for  Medicare  and  is  a  member  agency  of 
Home  Care  Association  of  New  Hampshire,  United  Way  of  Merrimack 
County,  and  National  Association  for  Home  Care.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

This  past  year  has  been  both  a  busy  and  rewarding  one  for  the  school 
district.  Staffed  with  an  exceptional  group  of  competent,  caring  teachers,  our 
school  is  a  special  place  for  children.  There  is  a  very  defmate  atmosphere  of 
learning  and  caring  within  the  building  that  is  evident  when  one  visits  the 
building  and  the  classrooms.  Tom  Benton  and  the  staff  really  should  be 
commended  for  creating  such  an  atmosphere. 

Work  is  progressing  nicely  with  our  curriculum  evaluation  and  review 
efforts.  Teachers  have  spent  many  extra  hours  reviewing  our  programs  in  a 
planned  effort  to  improve  instruction  and  learning  for  students.  Our  students 
continue  to  score  above  national  averages  on  national  achievement  tests  and 
show  increased  skills  in  such  areas  as  computer  education. 

The  district's  contract  with  Pembroke  Academy  continues  to  work  well  for 
our  students.  Curriculum  coordination  efforts  between  Pembroke  Academy 
staff  and  our  staff  make  the  transition  from  one  program  to  another  easier  for 
our  students. 

Our  cooperative  special  education  efforts,  under  the  leadership  of  S.A.U. 
Special  Education  Administrator,  Jaclyn  Adams,  present  cost  effective 
services  for  our  students.  We  continue  to  host  the  Intensive  Instruction  (II) 
program  for  multiple  handicapped  students. 

The  School's  communication  efforts  with  the  community  are  intended  to 
keep  citizens  informed  about  the  school's  programs  and  events.  Mr.  Benton 
does  a  very  fine  job  with  this  program. 

A  group  of  citizens  has  been  working  hard  to  provide  assistance  to  the  school 
in  a  variety  of  ways.  They  have  also  worked  at  creating  a  community-wide 
support  group  for  the  school.  Since  the  school  belongs  to  the  whole  community 
and  not  just  to  those  with  children  in  the  schools,  this  work  is  important  and 
their  assistance  of  real  value  to  the  district. 

The  School  Board  spends  a  great  deal  of  time  providing  leadership,  support, 
and  governance  for  the  district.  Their  efforts,  on  your  behalf,  have  a  great  deal 
to  do  with  the  school  being  the  very  successful  enterprise  it  is.

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PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

During  the  1 983-84  year,  staff  members  served  on  various  curriculum  study 
committees.  Our  Language  Arts  philosophy  was  revised.  A  curriculum  guide 
for  this  area  was  developed.  A  skills  list  by  levels  was  also  created  to  better  aid 
instruction.  Committee  members  also  developed  lists  of  trade  books  and  books 
to  be  real  aloud. 

In  Science  our  committee  developed  student  outcomes  for  grades  three,  six, 
and  eight.  Skill  and  content  areas  were  outlined  for  each  grade  level.  This  area 
will  be  completed  during  the  Spring  of  1985. 

Block  Grant  monies  were  used  to  purchase  two  additional  Apple  II 
computers  and  software.  The  computer  committee  has  established  a  beginning 
inventory  of  hardware  and  software.  Listings  of  appropriate  software  for  each 
grade  level  has  been  created.  Student  objectives  for  R  -  2,  3  -  5  and  grades 
6-8  have  been  developed. 

We  continue  to  house  the  Intensive  Instruction  Program  (IIP).  This 
program  has  allowed  us  to  keep  multi-handicapped  students  within  the  School 
Administrative  Unit.  This  program  has  proven  to  be  of  great  benefit  to  children 
in  this  classroom  as  well  as  all  Epsom  Central  students.  This  has  also  helped  to 
save  some  Special  Education  monies. 

During  the  Fall  a  School/Community  organization  has  been  created.  This 
group  is  called  S.C.O.P.E.  (School-Community  Organized  Programs  for 
Everyone).  This  organization  welcomes  new  members  from  all  factions  of  the 
community.  The  group  goals  for  this  school  year  are  to  provide  an  Adult 
Education  program  for  this  Spring,  help  with  various  dental/health  programs, 
sponsorship  of  Family  Game  Night,  and  to  improve  the  condition  of  the 
school/little  league  ballfield  behind  the  school. 

Please  feel  free  to  visit  our  school.  Community  groups  are  welcome  to  use 
our  facilities  for  meetings  throughout  the  year. 

On  behalf  of  the  staff,  students  and  myself,  I  would  like  to  thank  the  many 
volunteers  that  have  given  numerous  hours  to  help  to  make  our  programs 
successful  ones.  I  would  also  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  parents, 
school  staff,  and  the  citizens  of  Epsom  for  their  continued  support  and 
encouragement  during  the  past  year.

NURSE'S  REPORT 

Throughout  the  school  year  of  1983-84  there  were  approximately  2700 
visits  to  the  health  office.  Children  came  for  first  aid,  illnesses,  and  health 
counseling.  Health  services  includes  the  following:  screening  programs  for 
problems  with  hearing,  vision,  color  perception,  scoliosis,  and  blood  pressure; 
physical  and  pediculosis  inspections;  and  nutritional  assessments.  Referrals 
are  made,  when  necessary,  and  follow-up  care  is  offered  if  needed.  The  School 
Nurse  is  also  a  member  of  the  Pupil  Placement  Team  and  provides  nursing 
services  to  "special  needs"  children. 

The  three  dental  programs  were  again  popular.  The  Dental  Health 
Conference  sponsored  by  the  Epsom  Central  School  PTO  and  the  Bureau  of 
Dental  Public  Health  was  attended  by  1 98  school  children.  In  this  program 
each  receives  a  cleaning  and  flouride  treatment  by  Mrs.  Linda  Sawyer,  Dental 
Hygenist.  The  Flouride  Rinse  Program  is  also  sponsored  by  the  above.  The 
majority  of  children  in  grades  1-6  participated  in  the  daily  brushing  and  the 
weekly  flouride  rinse.  Dental  care  was  given  through  the  Catholic  Medical 
Center  Dental  Clinic  and  Dr.  David  Albee.  This  was  sponsored  by  the 
American  Legion  Women's  Auxihary,  Unit  #112  and  the  SNSHA. 

Some  of  our  children  also  received  financial  assistance  for  treatment  of 
health  problems  from  State  programs, "  Sight  Conservation"  and  the  Bureau  of 
Handicapped  Children.  Some  also  received  assistance  for  health  care  through 
the  School  Nurse  Student  Health  Association  which  is  supported  by  local 
private  businesses  and  organizations. 

The  school's  present  immunization  rate  remains  at  over  99%.  Children 
needing  immunizations  through  the  school  are  taken  to  the  Rural  District 
Health  Council  Clinics.  Seventy-eight  students  participated  in  the  "athletic 
physical"  program  conducted  at  the  school  by  the  Pittsfield  Medical  Center. 

The  health  education  programs  taught  or  team-taught  by  the  School  Nurse 
include  the  American  Red  Cross  "Basic  First  Aid  Course",  Human  Growth 
and  Development  classes,  and  an  8th  Grade  Health  Awareness  class  which 
includes  substance  abuse  prevention  information,  community  health  and 
health  careers.  We  appreciate  the  cooperation  of  the  many  local  agencies  and 
individuals  who  gave  their  time  and  support  for  these  programs. 

Health  programs  would  not  be  possible  without  the  cooperation  and  support 
of  many.  I  wish  to  thank  the  Superintendent,  the  School  Board,  the  Principal, 
the  Epsom  Rescue  Squad,  the  clubs  and  agencies,  parents,  volunteers, 
teachers  and  school  staff.
